Inaugural Speech in Faculty 
of Music. 

ON GOOD TASTE

serva tori urn of Mimic yesterday after- 
noon, the Dean, Dr. II. C. I'crrht de- 
livered a most inspiring inaugural ad- 
dress before a large number of peo- 
ple. In choosing his theme, "Taste in 
Music," Dr. I'crrln slated that in a 
former address he had chosen for n 
text "Taste for Music" becniiso he 
had so frequently heard from parent's 
llpH ihnl. "Mary or John had unite a 
taste for music." (Mi this occasion 
however, he hail decided to slightly 
vary that ttfxt In "'I'lisin In Music." 
mill lo treat it hi <|iiii u a dlffcroilt 
way.

THE REGISTRATION FIGURES 



McGill this year is as Rieat as ever from a numerical standpoint 
according to a statement received by the Daily from the Registrar 
yesterday. Already two thousand three hundred and thirty-five 
students have registered and as there ♦will be undoubtedly some 
ilate arrivals during the next few days, the total, without question, 
■will at least equal that of last year. 

A considerable amount of satisfaction may be felt in connec- 
tion with these figures, for upon perusal of the published ; details 
it,will be seen that a decided increase has been experienced in cer- 
tain departments. This is especially true in the Faculty of Arts 
^wh ere the number of students is greatly in excess of last year's total. 
Whether or not this is due to an increasing desire for a liberal edu- 
cation is unknown but the movement is one, which is certainly in 
the Tight direction, and it points toward a great future for the Fa- 
'culty. The School of Physical Education is also larger than at any 
'time during its comparatively short existence. The School is ac- 
quiring a fine and widespread reputation and its graduates arc 
helping to spread the fame of McGill through this and other lands. 

It is true that slight decreases arc seen in certain sections of 
the 'University but there arc sound reasons for these. In Science, 
for instance, the large post-war class has graduated and their de- 
parture left a big gap. In Medicine, also, the total is less, but this 
^is largely due to the small first year, which shows a sharp dropping 
-•off because of the inauguration of higher standards. 

It is a good thing to know that we are not decreasing in size 
but ît is still better when we are assured that McGill still maintains 
its high position among the universities of the world.

(Iri?, Iho objectionable features; which 
I need nol linl'tlcullirlHo, of most of 
the iiiovlng-plcliirn houses, the prc- 
Hont-day so-called dnnces, Iho slangl- 
iicna of Jnrgnn (for want of a holler 
lyoi'd) of nearly every magavilne ono 
picks up, I bo flaming coloured posl- 
tiiHlo lu lllci'nlui'o, palnllnK, firehl- 
crii on hon nl logs nre all Inculatlng bad 
loutui'0 whlln the nerve-wrecking nois- 
es of the streets (street-cars bump- 
Inn and rolling, motor horns shrieking 
and hooting, gramophones blaring) all 
add Ihelr quota to this goncral at- 
mosphere of 'bail lasle'. It. Is true wo 
do not think of Ihonc Inst as affecting 
lasle In music, but nevertheless un- 
consciously tfioy do hn.vo their Influ- 
ence. It Is, however, Iho dally absorp- 
tion of the stuff, which I havo often 
pointed out an masquerading undor tho 
name of music, which more directly 
affects the tante of people harmfully, 
tlio sickening twaddle of the great ma- 
jority of songs, the crude savagery of 
much of the so-called dance music are 
arc the lowest grade of bad taste, but 
in addition to such as these In every 
department of what wo call musical 
compositions, such as oratories, operas, 
symphonies, concertos, sonatas, lyric 
sonpts. nocturnes, etc., there are mul- 
titudes of Instances where bad t.i3te 
is evident through want of genuine 
creeatlvo power on the part of the so- 
called composer, for 'a composer is es- 
timated by what he creates, not hy 
what tie borrows' as has been truly 
Even provided that a student has 
sufficient Rood taste to avoid the pat- 
ently vulgar, Dr. Perrin asked haw 
ho or she discriminate between the 
genuine and artificial or imitative. 
Ho stated that In the latter case, It 
was not so much the note Cor note 
stealing but an adoption of a previ- 
ous or contemporary composer's style. 

11c mentioned an occasion on which 
ho was asked to listen to what he 
was told was a fine composition of a 
foremost American composer. After 
hearing it he said that he could not 
help feeling that had ii not all been 
sulci by Debussy, before it would have 
been quite excellent and that the ver- 
dict hint to bo that It was exceedingly 
bad taste to appropriate another's work 
and to publish it as one's own. 

Ho gave as another instance the 
London "Punch" which a few days 
ago quoted Ernest Newman, one of the 
best of musical critics, as saying that 
he conalclci-ed "Thu Rosary" us the 
worst song ever written, but. "Punch" 
remarked Unit this was somewhat hard 
on tho composers of "Vos, Wo Have 
No I la na lias."! 

In reply to his own question, why 
these two songs should bo considered 
"bad tiiHte." Dr, Vorrln said that un- 
(loubtoilly It was (or ono and the samo 
reason-— crudity. Tho former Is crude 
hooHUMA of ItH "oxlrcmo artificiality 



and oxcesslvo sensuoslty, the latter 
because of Its blatant vulgarity." 
"Though we may not deny that there 
Is something In both which has tem- 
porarily al leapt captivated the at- 
tention or a great number of people 
aw might happen in the ease Of Hie at- 
traction of flotne pretty girl or good- 
looklng boy." Bui, be showed, that 
ben uly must not bo rneroly skin-deep 
for Rliitifowncss Is soon perceived and 
we look elsewhere for more lasting 
qualities. The Den.ii quoted n recent 
writer who remarked that, music which 
encourages feelings of energy and no- 
bility In of a moral tendency, while 
that which encourages sloth, or the In- 
dulgence of the sensual appetltos lias 
Immoral tendency. It was said, that 
R the effectiveness of music as an 
educational Toreo depended then upon 
how It was employed, it. also depended 
on tho stylo or niuslo chosen. 

"The responsibility of those who 
guide tho musical development of tho 
younger generation is a great and im- 
portant one. made more so because of 
(he opposing forces, dictated largely 
by commercial motives, arrayed against 
thern. All those who have this sense 
of responsibility, know that as soon as 
thoso whom they are training are. In 
a position to learn anything al. ail 
about definite art-works, they must 
acquire a knowledge of tho classics, 
proceed by slow degrees to learn 
something of tho best of tho present- 
day works and acqulrn a. method 
whereby they can gradually form a 
proper standard of 'good taste.' in mu- 
sic as well as In any other form of 
art." 

Dr. f'crrln's Illuminating address 
was received with much appreciation. 



Startling Motion Debated 

"That education Is tho curse of the 
country." was the motion debated re- 
cently in London by Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Union speakers before a full 
audience, who paid from ha.lt' a. crown 
to seven and six pence, for choi>* seats, 
tho money going to hospitals. The 
mover declared that modern education 
had vulgarized life, was administered 
on a class ba.sis, encouraged class pre- 
judice, and stimulated clasB hatred. 
His supporters urged that only the 
mediocre derived benefit from educa- 
tion, that a dangerous position hail 
been created by teaching democracy 
to read but not to think, and that the 
great sacrifice of happiness Involved 
in education was greater than any in- 
creased proficiency it produced. 

Speakers on the other side pointed 
out that education is more than men:- 
teaching, that the public schools pro- 
duced gentlemen, that if education a-as 
a curse so must knowledge be. that 
education wa3 a natural process llko 
eating and breathing, and life could 
not be sustained without it, that it 
was a fact of nature and inevitable. 
On a show of hands. Lady Asqulth. 
the chairman, declared tile motion 
lost by 104 votes to 12. an-1 then ex- 
pressed her own opinion that the de- 
bate had revealed a real mouû"-J to 
the country — "brilliant young men not 
believing a word they said, and yot 
saying it with wit and charm."

Toronto was evidenced by a présenta - 
following his splendid conduct in the 
lion which was made to him last full 
Harrier Run. Crimson is a distance 
runner of experience, who has been 
work-in gout on the track all summer, 
and will probably give "Rex" a strong 
race for the position. 

The return to college for post-gradu- 
ate work of Roland Legg is welcomed, 
as his achievements in the middle dis- 
tance events have greatly assisted In 
making the victorious McGill teams 
of the past two seasons, lie and 
"Hammy" Hamilton tied the half-mile 
event last year both in the lntcr-l-'nc- 
ujty Sports and in the Track .Meet 
Legg appears to be going better than 
ever this year, and will take some 
beating. • 
In the hurdles Conslgllo and the 
two Barlings are the most Important 
contenders; Cont.iglle has also been 
noted in other seasons for ills jump- 
ing abilities. The weight events nro 
rather poorly supported, and lliei'O is 
undoubtedly room for a few guod 
strong men in ibis branch of sport.

\iy Famous John Garstang. 

One of the most interesting <»xMW- 
-v>: oC ,'►;« mont Im-trea'ing oveibt- 
t<<w of «nM'ni Kgyptinn h.mdVrafl 
ever seer I» this city is row* In the 
Ltbvnry of McGIU University. This- ex- 
hibition Is not only of interest to the 
student of theology nnd ancient history 
"but also to the ordinary layman. There 
Also to the ordinary layi.inn. Tihcro 
nve exhibits of XuWnn pottery and 
Egyptian and Meroltis nntio,ultlos the 
ages of which range from -»ono 13. V. 
to about IfiOO B. C. The exhibit is 
•comprised of the Onrstnnp Collection, 
collected by 3ohn Gnrntnror. the fa- 
mous avcheoloRlst. who is now the di- 
rector of the studios of archeology at 
Liverpool University. The antiquities 
arc being shown wider the supervision 
of Dr. l.omer and ..Mr. du Plessls. both 
of McGill. 

One of the most noticeable differ- 
ences of the pottery ol the pottery of 
the different aces is that, whereas, 
the older pieces bear designs of a 
W ; or spiral nature, the compara- 
tively newer nieces, that is. those of 
about COOft B. C. have much more in- 
tricate designs. This shows to some 
extent the increase in civilization, if 
it can be called that. 

There arc so-nir very interesting 
[scarabs of almost every imaginable 
colour. These arc covered with hier- 
-oglyphics which, translated, rev-,-.: 
many things of interest. 

There are several necklaces curved 
out of shells and hones, which were 
dug out oi the tombs of the Pharoah» 
They ..r c still in n surprisingly ,:eo ' 
state and the only noticeable faults 
niv i> v« ;i: smrul : ids ; > some ' 5f ln '-' 
beads. 

Perhaps the most intonating nice; is 
a sort of model bout containing live 
human figures. The 1 on: itself is in 
hte shape of an ova'. \ try wide a: the 
middle. There ure i'lvc men. four oars- 
men and a steersman. This model 
. was tnken from a cuffir. It was the 
. cuBtom to put these things in tlu 
caskets of kings and • -«ces inô the 
was that these figures would come to 
life and pilot their royal burden over 
rthe celestial seus and the river of 
oblivion. 

Another article worthy of note is an 
«old offering table and several religi- 
ous vessels. The best of these dishes 
is a Votive mblet made in the shape 
of a turtle on which believers wnul 1 
make offerings to their favorite dut- 
ies, this particular tablet was used by 
the worshippers of the god Osiris. 
Some of the veEselc were of veined 
alabaster and are very beautiful, es- 
pecially when viewed in a strong light. 

There ure many globular and cylin- 
drical vessels of alabaster, marked with 
numerous different designs and de- 
corations. The collection also has a 
tfew rare faiences, that is. varic-col- 
ored fragments of pottery, jewellry 
and some things which it is impossible 
io identify. 

The ladies of Egyptian times were 
no different from modern girl.- In re- 
spect to the gentle art of make-up. 
They had their vanity cases, loo, home 
of which arc on view. These are known 
as Kohl vessels, some of winch were 
used to contain antimony l" blacken 
the eyebrows, and others to hold olhei 
pigments. They tire made of alabas- 
ter and dark polished stone. 

Two unopened papyrusea are among 
the more Interesting things. The rea- 
son that they have not been opened Is 
that they would crumble to dust it 
tampered with. However, they pre- 
erve their unity if handled carefully, 
umwi» rhrdl emfw cmfw cmfw tncccc 
Spiritualists would \>> Interested in 
'•The Bvok of Uealh." The ancients 
wrote the outstanding parts of the 
life of any prince or iu;er on a slab oi 
atone and put it In his tomb, suppos- 
ing that the spirit of the deceased came 
out to read it after some indefinite 
time. Titer.- is a pan ot a ' Hook «1 
the Dead" on exhibition. Thes< .- 
called books often had secret formu- 
lae inscribed on them. 

There is also a cast of the famous 
Rosetta stone, loaned by the Kedpalh 
.Museum, which Is well worth looking 
at. The original ot this cast is In 
the British Museum jn l/ondun. 

In conclusion. It may be said that 
.any one of the many show-cases would 
be well ' worth going to see, and lh< 
whole collection cannot f.iil to make 
a favorable Impression one the minds 
„of any goliu: to w:e »••

Declaring that "we must clearly set 
for ourselves the definite purpose of 
piacine before our students At all 
times the necessity not only ot ac- 
quiring; a body of knowledge and a 
trained and disciplined mind, b it also 
of giving them an appreciation of the 
reiative value of Hie." President H lb- 
ben yesterday inaugurated the 177tb 
anniversary of Princeton University 
with an address attended by the en- 
tire Freshman Class and a lar^e num- 
and a large number of upperclassmen 
and tow nspeople. 

"Education Is Hope To-dav" 
Saying that éducation is the one 
hope to-day in a Europe» u world of 
chaos, the »-peaker inquired as to the 
! contribution which Princeton could 
make to equip our young men "for 
the true responsibilities of tha' lyju- 
of American citizenship which is cap- 
able of world Borvicci" The answer to 
this is found, in part, in the new plan 
of study to go into effect with the 
Junior Class this fall, he said. 

In (u!!. Dr. HJbhcn's address was as 
follows: 

'.'There! Is a tendency to-day among 
our |>cnplc to congratulate then .selves 
complacently on the fad that they 
,ire well out of International troubles 
and complications and with ihU point 
of view the supreme value of life is 
represented in a «elfisb way, rhal we 
as American clllzcrif are called upon 
to live and to die unto ourselves In 
the securitj of comfortable IsolttUon. 

"As many of Hie peoples of Kuropp 
are to-day falling back into the old 
pre-war days of envy, hati'fid and 
deadly competition, leading ultimately 
to war. we cannot l<iol< on at the un- 
folding of such tragedy with either 
cornpacency or with Indlffererco. If 
the Kuropean world Is to suffer 
caliunity upon CRlanllty In the near 
fui lire it must inevitably affect .is We

The capacity nudl"nee of 700 per 
sons which filler] Dartmouth Hall "■ 
ccntly was divided almost wïuall'y on 
the qnestlori of the Krerich occupation 
of the Kiihr nt the clnpe of the Dart- 
rnotilli-Clxford de.tmte, when It was 
asked if, register Its sentiments on 
the (lUOsUori; "ftosolved. That this 
ionise condemns the i-'reneh ocenpa- 
lion r.r the Ruhr." The Oxford il«- 
hnter.u ntteinpted to prov" that the 
Kronen action was unjustifiable while 
Dnrlinoiith defended the occupation. 

In accorda nfe with the (English 
custom nfi judgen were present and 
the only form of decision was a gath- 
rlng of opinion by » show of hands 
In the audience concerning, not the 
merits or the debate but the merits 
or the rfticstlon Itself. 

Dean (/nycock, who presided nt the 
meeting, declared himself to be In 
doubt ns to the verdict of the au- 
dience, and expressed th" opinion 
that the house was evenly divided. 
.\'o actual count was made, hut the 
consensus of opinion was that the 
audience was spilt almost exactly 
hnlf-nnd-'half. 

,|. f), Woodruff, C. A. f Jardiner and 
<'. fl. O, Sc-ilfe. speaking In the or- 
der narned i represented Oxford. They 
ernpha/.lsed the danger of disturbing 
the economic, equilibrium because of 

ils effect on the. entire world. They 
attempted to show that Krance'a ac- 
tion was legally, morally and politi- 
cn.lly iinjiistlfiable, lo addition to be- 
ing economically unsound. 

Dartmouth was represented hy 
ft !.. Da.vld.ion '24, W. P.. Sleigh '-. r ». 
and II. C Stockwell, '2*. The/ em- 
phasized Krance's rmoral and |eg; t | 
right to reparations and blamed Kng- 
land and the United States for with- 
drawing their support from France. 
They also pointed out. that. German 
ca.plta lists are defrauding Krance of 
money, and trying to put Germany on 
a much sounder economic, hasts than 
her currency value, indicates.

That the student body of the univer- 
sity of Oklahoma, as a whole are mem- 
bers of churches Is Indicated by B. 9. 
r;rahnm nnd Miss Helen Ftiith Hol- 
brook, secretaries of the V. At. C. A. 
nnd Y. W. C. A. respectively.- The 
figures compiled hy the fro Christian 
associations show that 87 per cent ot 
nil the students enrolled In Iho uni* 
verslty ere member of some church 
or express a church preference. 

The Methodist Kplscopal church, 
South, leads a.mong the different de- 
nominations in both university men and 
women with 3f>2 men and 132 women 
registered as belonging to this church. 
The numbers totnl 544. 

The first. Presbyterian church comes 
second In the census with 594 students, 
343 men and 151 women. The Chris- 
tian and Baptist churches divide the 
honors for third place. One hundred 
and forty-four women and 323 men 
signed up for the f'.hrlstlan church M 
compared with 1 31 women and ,',32 man 
for the Haptist church. 

Fourth place goes to the Methodist 
Rplscopnl church with 212 men and 129 
women while St. John's F.plscopal hu 
153 men and 123 women registered. 

The Cn.thollca. church has 44 men 
students and 23 Timni signed up at 
the registry office. Forty-eight stu» 
dents signed up for the .fewish fa.ith, 
35 men and 13 women. 

The' First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, has a larger number of women 
signed up for this chore!- than men. 
Twenty men as rompared to 2? wo- 
men. 

Other denominations have few stu- 
dents signed up in the registry office 
as members.
